particular night, I was scheduled 
to be the guest speaker. My nu- 
mismatic friends know how much 
I enjoy sharing my little corner of 
the hobby whenever I can. 

The meeting started on time 
at 7 p.m. with the Pledge of Alle- 
giance, followed by club business 
and open discussion. There is a 
show-and-tell session that allows 
members to bring items from their 


collections to share with the group.

manuscript of 
Harley Freeman, who started his 
work from the published research 
of Henry Phillips (1865). 

Then I proceeded to the fun 
part of the talk—showing actual 
bills and discussing the different 
methods of collecting them. I sug- 
gested members obtain just one 
example from our home state of 
New Jersey. The most common and 
affordable type is from March 
1776. Some have a scarce signa- 
ture—that of John Hart, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence— 


for which one would expect to pay 
a premium. Being that 1776 is a 
very popular year in America’s 
history, acquiring a bill from both 
February and March would be a lot 
of fun. But even more fun would be 
to collect an example of every sig- 
nature possible and/or a bill of 
every denomination authorized. 

Moving on, I explained how I 
got interested in colonial paper 
when I saw above a friend’s fire- 
place a set of beautifully framed 
bills from each of the 13 rebellious 
British-American colonies. And 
after a little research, I deter- 
mined it would take me two or 
three years to form a collection | 
like his. What a thrill it was to ob- 
tain that thirteenth bill! I strongly 
advised club members to give this 
challenge serious consideration. 

Other options include collecting 
bills with spelling errors, famous 
signers or interesting vignettes. I 
also suggest obtaining Continental 
Congress issues by date and/or 
denomination. I projected many 
examples of these bills on the 
screen, and all seemed to enjoy 
them. The possibilities of collect- 
ing colonial paper money are lim- 
ited only by your imagination. 

Regardless of what you pursue, 
consider sharing the fun you have 
with others. I know of a hobbyist 
who stores his coins in a safe- 
deposit box. I suspect his hold- 
ings won’t see the light of day un- 
til his death, when his family sells 
them for half their value. Don’t be 
this guy. Use a variation of my 
talk to share your collection and 
passion with others. Your hobby 
will come to life for you.
